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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3, 11, 14-16, 24, 27-29, 37 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Choi (5,964,873). 

Choi teaches a method in a computer system for displaying 
selected content to a user comprising initiating a Power On 
Self Test (POST) , retrieving selected content from storage 
during the POST (column 1 lines 13-26), updating the 
selected content stored in the storage (column 1 lines 15- 
16, 55-60) , and displaying the updated selected content to 
a user during the next execution of the POST (column 1 
lines 17-19, 63-67) . It is well known to those skilled in 
the art that selected content is displayed to a user during 
a POST. This reference teaches updating that content by 
transferring information from a storage medium to a 
designated persistent storage medium (column 2 lines 5-13) . 

Although it is not indicated in Choi that the updated 
content can be displayed during loading of an operating 
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system, it would be within the skill of the art to provide 
this feature since the updating of a storage medium with 
selected content can be displayed just as easily for an 
operating system as it is for a POST operation. 

3. Claims 4-10, 12, 13, 17-23, 25, 26, 30-36, 38, and 39 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims .
